He was shot by Julius Weisberg, 
also said to have underworld connec- 
tions.

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FOODS THAT HELP THE 
TEETH. 

ITHIN a decade we have learned 
that the structure of the tooth 
is more important than the care 
given it when it comes to the 

prevention of decay. Of course, keeping 
the teeth cleaned and polished is im- 
portant, but having the right sort of 
teeth is more so. 


Sometimes years before they are cut. 
Tnerefore, it is a@visable to begin early. 
If a pregnant woman diets improperly 
she will lose a tooth or two, but, what 
is more important, her lack of wisdom 
will cause her baby to lose several times 
one or two teeth before it has lived many 
years. A badly balanced diet in infancy 
will cause the baby to have diarrhoea or 
some other disease, and what is about as 
Important, it will cause him to have de- 
caying teeth some five or ten years later. 
But the book is not closed when the teeth 
are cut. 
— 

A tooth is not a finished product. A 
badly balanced dict may cause a hard, 
yellow, resistant tooth to change into ofie 
that is easily decayed. For the protec- 
tion of the teeth proper minerals in 
proper amounts are more necessary than 
protéin, fats or starches. The most im- 
portant minerals are lime and phosphorus. 
According to Sherman, the thirty-three 
foods containing the greatest amount of 
lime, in the order of their richness in this 
element, are: 

Cheese, turnip greens, condensed milk, 
molasses, dried figs, water cress, dried 
kidney beans, dried peas, dried currants, 
fish, including shell fish, whole milk, but- 
termilk, cream, chocolate, horse radish, 
maple sirup, cottage cheese, eggs, dried 
lima beans, rutabagas, other turnips, 
dates, celery, meats, oatmeal, fresh 
string beans, carrots, parsnips, black- 
berries, and raspberries.

The thirty-three foods richest in phos- 
phorus, in the order of richness in this 
element, are: Fish, including shell fish, 
meats, cheese, dried kidney beans, dried 
peas, rolled oats, oatmeal, chocolate, 
dried peas, dried lima beans, hominy 
meal, graham flour, whole wheat flour, 
condensed milk, barley, cornmeal, cvut- 
tage cheese, eggs, dried peaches, dried 
figs, corn, ginger snaps, raisins, whole 
milk, wheat flour, macaroni, buttermilk,
